SUBJECT: List of Employees with Language and Area Knowledge 

of the U.S.S.R. 


1, This memorandum transmits for your information a list of 
employees with language and/or area knowledge of the U.S.S.R. in 
response to your oral request of 20 March 1956. 

2, This list includes the names of those individuals who have 
claimed (l) proficiency in Russian or a related language and the degree 
of proficiency claimed, and/or (2) U.S.S.R. area knowledge and the de- 
gree of specialization claimed. The list is printed from our qualifi- 
cations cards which represent about 87$ of all staff employees. (The 
13% not represented are new employees who have not had time to complete 
their qualifications questionnaires and older employees who are simply 
delinquent in completing them.) The skills information furnished is 
current as of the date the individual completed his questionnaire. 

3, The machine list (Enel, 3) is supplemented by a typed list 
(Enel. 2) of individuals who have attended an Agency training course, 
either internal or external, in Russian which has not been coded into 
the machine system. Estimated fluency for these individuals is not 
available , 


1;. A statistical summary is attached as Enel. 1. It indicates 
that, of a total of 1359 employees coded for U.S.S.R. language or area 
knowledge, 1170 claim some degree of proficiency in Russian. kh% of 
this group claim only "limited knowledge; cannot read, write or speak 
to any significant degree". U.S.S.R. area knowledge is claimed by 
605 of the employees coded.
